All praise 
must be given to Rick Richardson for 
lifting it out of the sloughand giving 
it a more fitting dignity, but it was 
Arthur Harrold under whom it reached 
its greatest heights. I say this ad- 
visedly, for though it has since made 
great technological strides, the con- 
tent was never higher in quality than 
in. Arthur -Harrold"s:*-time,.-. an opinion 
which I do not hold alone. 


Arthur's infinite patience and high 
command of English enabled him to make 
the most from the least promising mat- 
erial.

All bridges, crossings, viaducts, track 
bed, etc., are still there: only the 
rails have been removed and some of the 
sleepers.
